Retendered 20 St. gets nearly $2M upgrade

A major Didsbury thoroughfare is get¬ 
ting a much needed facelift. 

The Town of Didsbury awarded a tender 
for just under $2 million worth of road¬ 
work and utilities to Columbia Rail of 
Didsbury as part of the town’s Street 
Improvement Project (SIP) on Apr. 4. 

The $1.99 million price tag comes after 
tendering for the project was halted last 
year when prices came in three times 
greater than expected. 

Tendering was opened up again in 2006 
and Columbia Rail came in with a bid of 
just under $1.76 million. 

Columbia’s bid will be supplemented by 
piping material provided by the Town of 
Didsbury at a cost of just under $114,000, 
leaving a grand total before (1ST of just 
under $1.87 million. 

According to Dale Kiesman, town man¬ 
ager of public works, cost and proximity 
worked in Columbia Rail’s favour. 

“It was the best of both worlds. They were 
low bid and they were local,” said Kiesman. 


“There is an advantage in dealing with a 
local company.” 

Columbia will now be in charge of 
replacing a segment of water and sewer 
lines, the construction of new curbing 
and sidewalks, 
and the laying of 
new pavement on 
a segment of 20 
St. from the 
Credit Union 
north to AG 
Foods. 

Kiesman hopes 
construction on 
the project will 
start right away. 

“Our hopes are 
we can start in 
early May and fin¬ 
ish late June. The paving is something 
that’s going to happen in July or August," 
said Kiesman. 

He is hoping to have work finished in 
time for Didsbury Fair and Rodeo in 
August. 

The Columbia Rail bid came in over $ 1 


million under a rival bid from Bluebird 
Construction as a result of Columbia bas¬ 
ing their bid upon the town supplying pip¬ 
ing supplies for the construction. 

Bluebird opted to submit a bid which 
would have seen 
them purchase and 
supply all the 
material needed 
for the contractor. 

While delayed 
tendering until 
2006 has kept proj¬ 
ect costs down 
considerably, the 
nearly $2 million 
price tag is still 13 
per cent greater 
than the initial 
estimate prepared 
by Infrastructure Systems Ltd. of Calgary 
earlier this year of $1,660,600. 

Kiesman says much of this increased 
cost can be attributed to the rising cost of 
fuel and availability of contractors, 
trades and equipment. 

“Materials have increased anywhere 


from 10 to 40 per cent,” said Kiesman. 

“What happened in New Orleans does 
have a trickle effect on us." 

However, this is a far cry from the bids 
one year ago, which Kiesman said were 
coming in 40 per cent over the estimated 
cost. 

Kiesman attributes the lower bids in 
2006 to getting out earlier with the ten¬ 
ders. 

“The earlier you get the tender out. the 
better chance there is you’re going to 
have more than one bidder," said 
Kiesman. 

Didsbury town council has also dis¬ 
cussed further areas of potential savings 
with Columbia, which could potentially 
knock $200,000 off of the final total. 

The town will fund the minority of the 
project itself, with street improvement 
funds, reserves and a further contribu¬ 
tion making up about $1.1 million of the 
total cost. 

The remainder of the funding for the 
project will come from a 2005 provincial 
infrastructure grant totalling just over 
$726,000.

Gun-toting 
man arrested 
in Carstairs

A 45-year-old man is facing numerous weapons 
charges after a standoff with police last week in 
Carstairs ended with his eventual surrender. 

RCMP from Olds and Didsbury were dispatched to 
Carstairs around 8 p.m on April 4 after receiving a 
complaint about a man reportedly seen waving around 
a gun and screaming 
outside of his resi¬ 
dence. 

Police barricaded off 
streets one square 
block around the 
house while they made 
repeated attempt to 
call the man who barri¬ 
caded himself inside 
his home. 

There were no 
hostages, police said. 

Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer 
of the Didsbury RCMP 
said barricades were 
just a safety precau¬ 
tion. 

“It’s basically to 
secure the scene off in the case someone was to come 
out with a gun. We don’t want anyone from the gener¬ 
al public becoming injured," Sgt. O’Dwyer said. 

Police eventually called in the Emergency Response 
Team (ERT) from Red Deer, but the man exited his 
house unarmed before they arrived where he was 
taken into custody by Didsbury members. 

The incident lasted about 90 minutes, O’Dwyer said. 

Upon his arrest, several unsecured firearms and 
ammunition were located within the residence includ¬ 
ing rifles and a number of bows. 

The reason why the man was outside isn’t known by 
police, Sgt. O’Dwyer said. 

“That will be determined by the courts. We really 
don’t know why he was out there. I can’t confirm that," 
he said. 

Steven Barry Manville, of Carstairs, is charged with 
one count of careless use of a weapon, and three 
courts of improper storage of firearms. 

Sgt. O’Dwyer did comment on whether the man was 
under the influence of any substances. 

Manville is to appear in Didsbury Provincial Court at 
10 a.m. on May 1.

Parents raise concerns about abuse

A new school website 
launched last week in 
Didsbury will not leave 
the door open for 
pedophiles to prey on stu¬ 
dents, contends Westglen 
School officials. 

The school's new 
updated website was 
launched Friday. 

It is intended to make 
parents and students 
more aware of what’s hap¬ 
pening at the school as 
well as providing links to 
study skills and useful 
research sites. 

Parents who contacted 
the Didsbury Review last 
week expressed concerns 
about what would be 


posted on the website and 
the fact it could be “open¬ 
ing the doors to 
pedophiles." 

At no time will there 
ever be personal informa¬ 
tion posted on the site in 
relation to students, con¬ 
firmed Phil Corning, 
Westglen principal. 

“It appalls me that any¬ 
one would even think of 
that," he said after hear¬ 
ing about concerns from 
some parents. 

The website simply 
brings the school into the 
21 century, he said. 

Other middle schools 
around the province have 
websites as do many ele¬ 
mentary schools and high 
schools, he said. 

What set the parents off 


was the fact that school 
administration sent home 
waivers under the 
Freedom of Information 
and Protection of Privacy 
Act to be signed, allowing 
the school to post photo¬ 
graphs, the student’s first 
name or school work on 
the website.

Premier Ralph Klein says his government 
may be considering another round of prosperi¬ 
ty cheques for Albertans, money that has 
become available largely because of record 
high oil and gas revenues. 

Under the new provincial budget released on 
Wednesday, the province’s budget surplus is 
projected to be more than $4.1 billion. 
Booming oil and gas industries have once 
again translated into over-flowing coffers for 
the province. 

Earlier this year, almost every resident of the 
province received a $400 cheque - universally 
referred to as “Ralphbucks” - costing the 
treasury about $1.4 billion. Whether the new 
cheques will be more or less remains anyone’s 
guess. What is known is that while most 
Albertans would never object to receiving cash 
in the pocket, there is a long-term cost of giv¬ 
ing away non-renewable resource revenue in 
the form of short-term handouts. 

If the province is able to give away a billion 
dollars here and a billion dollars there, that 
same money is obviously available for saving 
plans such as the Heritage Savings Trust Fund. 

While putting money in the HSTF would 
never generate the same positive press for the 
premier and his ministers, it would provide 
greater benefit to future generations of 
Albertans than any Ralphbuck giveaway pro¬ 
gram. 

Liberal opposition leader Kevin Taft ques¬ 
tions the wisdom of handing out cash while 
other pressing current and long-term needs in 
health care, education and infrastructure 
remain unfulfilled. 

“One year is a bonus. We can all go out and 
have a party. Two years, it becomes an entitle¬ 
ment and then we need to worry,” said Taft. 

The opposition Liberals obviously have a 
vested interest in questioning and opposing 
the policies of the ruling Tories. Yet Taft does 
seem to have a point: giveaways are all good 
and well until they become routine and expect¬ 
ed, then they become government expenses 
plain and simple. 

There’s no question that some local and 
regional businesses benefited from the last 
round of Ralphbuck handouts - many business¬ 
es saw a spike in sales immediately following 
the mail-out as people raced to spend their 
windfalls. 

The January 2005 prosperity cheque program 
is over and done with and that money can 
never be returned to provincial coffers. 
Nevertheless the provincial government 
shouldn’t be too quick to launch into yet anoth¬ 
er round of “Ralphbucks” giveaways. 

It will be hard to do, but the Premier should 
think long and hard about the future before he 
pours away another mountain of Alberta’s non- 
renewable resource wealth.

Judges and PM not on same page 


by a judge was probably British 
Columbia Judge Peter Vanderhoof, 
who while giving the sex offender 
18-months probation for the sexu¬ 
al assault of a three-year old child, 
blamed the crime on the child 
because she was “sexually aggres¬ 
sive”. 

Manitoba Justice Kerr Twaddle 
and the Manitoba Court of Appeal 
feels nine months is too harsh a 
sentence for Dean James Bauder. 

Bander was convicted of sexual¬ 
ly assaulting his children's 
babysitter. In changing the jail 
term to a conditional sentence the 
learned judges claimed the child 
was a “willing participant”, despite 
claiming at the same time that the 
sex was “entirely inappropriate 
and criminal.” 

Quebec Judge Denys Dionne, in 
a 1989 trial, said “rules are like 
women, they're made to be violat¬ 
ed.” 

And let's not forget British 
Columbia Supreme Court Judge 
Sherman Hood, who in a 1991 rape 
case said “at times 'no' may mean 
'maybe' or 'wait a while'.” 

Not for the faint of heart is a 
trip through any province's 
Judgments database. Here you 
can search for a particular crime 
and see judgments for that crime. 
Sentences for rapists and child 
molesters are, almost without 


exception, horrifyingly light. They 
certainly have nothing to do with 
keeping society safe from these 
predators. 

Creating a national DNA data 
banks is laudable and will help 
law enforcement to a degree. But 
unless and until we have a justice 
system that takes sexual predators 
seriously, police officers will con¬ 
tinue to be frustrated with our 
judges and their insistence on 
releasing dangerous offenders 
with minimal jail terms. 

When the arbiters of justice, our 
judges, can sit on the bench and 
claim with a straight face that 
three-year-olds are to blame for 
their rape, and that women are 
“made to be violated,” it is clear 
we as a society are in deep trou¬ 
ble. 

That’s where Prime Minister 
Harper comes in. He is our 
national leader. He must stand 
tall and show clear leadership. 

He must make serious changes 
to our justice system, and he must 
make them now. 

An excellent place to start is the 
removal of judges who show such 
blatant contempt for the victims 
of violent crime, for Canada can 
no longer tolerate judges who con¬ 
done rape and child molestation.

The first, a March 30, 2006 
Province article titled “No Jail For 
Sex-Assault Track Coach”, 
described how British Columbia 
Provincial Court Judge Dennis 
Devitt sentenced convicted sex 
offender Glen Ilaugo to a condi¬ 
tional sentence of two years less a 
day for his sexual assaults on his 
teenaged female track students. 

The second was Prime Minister 
Harper’s speech to the Canadian 
Professional Police Association's 
board on April 3, 2006. “Finally, 
we'll get tough on sex offenders 
and those that prey on our chil¬ 
dren.” 

1 applaud Prime Minister Harper 
for his stance on dealing with sex¬ 
ual predators. However, before he 
worries about DNA data banks 
and raising the age of consent he 
needs to make some serious 
changes to our judiciary. 

Canada has a long line of judges 
who think of sex crimes as minor 
offenses. Judge Devitt is merely 
the latest in a long list of judges 
severely disconnected from reali¬ 
ty; judges who should be removed 
from the bench.

Don’t privatize outpatient residence 


I am writing on behalf of the Friends of 
the Outpatient Residence, a new province¬ 
wide coalition that has formed out of con¬ 
cern with the future of the outpatient resi¬ 
dence at the University of Alberta hospi¬ 
tal. 

This residence is a home away from 
home for rural Albertans who have to 
come to Edmonton for specialized med¬ 
ical treatment like a cancer or a trans¬ 
plant. Tlte outpatient residence serves 325 
people per month. Over 20 years it has 
served over 80,000 people. 

Capital Health is proposing to replace 
and privatize the current residence which 
charges patients and their families $25 a 
night, with a hotel-like facility that will 
charge $60 to $100 a night. We believe this 
300 to 400% cost increase is unfair to rural 
Alberta pat ients and their families. 


We want to make sure that Capital 
Health does not make a final decision on 
the future of the outpatient residence until 
there has been a comprehensive consulta¬ 
tion. That consultation needs to include 
rural patients and their families.

The circular pathway sys¬ 
tem will eventually connect 
all areas of the town. 

All new subdivisions will 
be required to have a path¬ 
way system that connects 
with the circular pathway. 

Some already construct¬ 
ed sidewalks will form part 
of the pathway network.

Focus on the Family 

Grant tiny elements of independence 


I)R. DOBSON 

Focus on the fam ily 


Question: 

It's obvious that our teenage son is rapidly becoming an 
adult. What guidelines can you offer to help us transfer power 
at the right time - neither early nor late? 

DR. DOBSON: 



There are some approaches that 
have been successful in lessening 
this conflict. The Amish people have 
developed a unique tradition that 
has succeeded for them. Strict disci¬ 
pline and harsh standards of behav¬ 
ior are imposed from infancy. When 
children turn 16 years of age, how¬ 
ever, they enter a period called 
“Rumspringa.” Suddenly, all restric¬ 
tions are lifted. They are free to 
drink, smoke, date, marry, or behave 
in ways that horrify their parents. 

Some Amish children do just that. 
But most don't . They are even grant¬ 
ed the right to leave the community 
if they choose. But if they stay, it 
must be in accordance with the 
social order. The majority accept 
the heritage of their families, not 
because they must, but because they 
choose to. 

Although I admire the Amish and 
many of their approaches to child- 
rearing, I believe the Rumspringa 
concept is implemented too quickly 
for children raised in a more open 
society. It works in the controlled 
environment of Amish country, but 
it would be disastrous for most of 
the rest of us. I've seen families 
grant “instant adulthood” to their 


adolescents, to their regret. 

If it doesn't work to transfer 
power suddenly to young people, 
how can they be established as full- 
fledged adults without creating a 
civil war in the process? I have rec¬ 
ommended that parents begin grant¬ 
ing tiny elements of independence 
literally in toddlerhood. When a 
child can tie bis shoes, he should be 
permitted - yes, required -- to do it. 
When she can choose her clothes, 
she should make her own selections 
within reason. When he can walk 
safely to school, he should be 
allowed to do so. 

Each year, more responsibility and 
freedom (they are companions) 
must be given to the child so that 
the final release in early adulthood 
is merely a small, final release of 
authority. This is the theory, at least. 
Pulling it off is sometimes quite 
another matter. 

In the final analysis, your own son 
or daughter will let you know when 
the time is right for independence. 
You must judge his or her maturity, 
wisdom and emotional readiness for 
full-fledged adulthood. Then you 
grant it - and pray diligent ly for the 
next 30 years.
